HE NAME Alaska comes from the Aleut word Al-ey-ek- 
| Eee which is said to mean ‘‘The Great Country.” 
This territory has a land area one fifth the size of continen- 
tal United States. The distance between her eastern and 
western borderlines is equal to that between Washington, 
D.C. and the city of Los Angeles. The native inhabitants 
consist of many tribes of Indians and Eskimo, who com-

pose a little less than one half of Alaska’s residential popu- 
lation. Modern government, industry, education and 
missionary programs are all projected against a backdrop 
of ancient Indian and Eskimo culture. 

The Scriptures began to come to Alaska when Empress 
Catherine of Russia sent church missionaries to “her 
American colony” in 1796. Selections from Matthew, 
Luke and The Acts were translated, printed on a Moscow 
press in 1840 and distributed among the natives on Kodiak 
Island under the supervision of Bishop Ivan Veniaminoff. 

Years after our purchase and occupation of Alaska, 
Private J. S. Brown, with the American troops at Wran- 
gell, wrote to his commanding officer in Portland, Oregon: 
“Sir, I write you in behalf of the Indians in this section. 
Send someone to explain more fully the Way, to teach 
them of the good Saviour, of whom they have only re- 
cently heard.” Dr. Sheldon Jackson, Presbyterian mis- 
sionary to “the Far Northwest,” read the plea with a 
quick and sympathetic response. He published it in a 
Portland paper and took the next boat to Alaska. In 
Wrangell he established the first Christian mission for 
the natives. Soon he was named commissioner of edu- 
cation to establish a public-school system for this new 
country. 
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Jackson viewed Alaska’s missionary need as such 
challenge that he personally appealed to other maj 
church denominations that they send their missionaries 
help take the Gospel to this needy field. The Protesta 
Episcopal Church was already working in the interior 
the Yukon River. Among others to respond in the ne 
few years were the Moravians, the Friends, the Congreg 
tionalists, the Methodists, the American Lutherans az 
the Baptists. 

Through the miracle of modern air travel the writ 
spent five weeks in a Bible Society visitation last spri 
covering more than 6,000 miles through twenty-two Alz 
kan population centers. The purpose of the trip was 
meet with ministerial and missionary groups for confeé 
ences on the theme, ‘“‘The Bible and Bibleless Alaskans 
and to speak in as many local churches as possible. 

The tour began in southern Alaska, proceeding throus 
Metlakatla, Ketchikan, Wrangell, Petersburg, Sitka, J 
neau, Skagway, Haines and on to Anchorage—a city} 
50,000 people, literally bursting with civilian and milita 
activities; then on to Palmer in the Matanuska’ Valle 
Most exciting was the flight to Bethel in the Far Sout 
west on the Kuskokwim River near the Bering Sea, a 
finally northward to Fairbanks, America’s most northe 
city, near the Arctic Circle. ; 

In historic Sitka is Sheldon Jackson Junior College, wi 
a highly consecrated faculty and a student body represe 
ing all tribes, races and areas of Alaska. Here Christ 
presented as The Way of Life and the Bible is the bas 
textbook. A personal Bible is made available for all st 
dents as they return to their native villages. Local paste 
and the Society also make the Scriptures available for tl 
Alaska Pioneer Home for the Aged and for the 
Edgecumbe Hospital—and school for natives—located 
Sitka. Would that everywhere among Alaska’s gropini 
shifting peoples the Scriptures were so accessible and 
honored! j 

Unforgettable were the experiences with the Moravie 
missionaries in their ministry to the Eskimos—whether 
the flight by bush pilots to the children’s home or to nati 
fishing villages seventy-five miles’ distance over the tundh 
winging above icebound rivers and landing with skis ¢ 
frozen lakes to find mission churches and school buildi 
filled to capacity with whole families eagerly awaiting 
visitor’s message—or the thirty-six mile trip by dog tea 
over the frozen river, with its noonday fishing peric 
through the ice, its evening service in a fishing village a 
the return trip over the ice under a brilliant moon. ; 
the conclusion of this rich fellowship, local leaders q 
sented an offering of $100 to the Bible Society to help pr 
vide ‘‘Bibles for others.’ This gift from their meag

This Is Your Bible Society 


AVE you ever attended a meeting of the Advis- 
| ory Council of the American Bible Society? 
chances are you haven’t, for few indeed of the 
ecord’s million readers have had that signal privilege. 
Before last December first I, too, had never attended 
uch a meeting. Let me share with you some of my 
mpressions. 

The Bible House itself is a wonderful place. Situ- 
ted on an imposing corner of New York City’s busy 
Park Avenue, it offers to all who pass by an eye- 
atching display of Bibles and Bible distribution 
ork. The inside of the building is even more im- 
bressive, with its displays and collections of Bibles, 
s fine library and work rooms. Still more interest- 
ag are the people who staff this headquarters— 
‘iendly, consecrated and deeply devoted to their 

ork. Now bring into this inspired atmosphere some 
ighty or more enthusiastic representatives of fifty- 
hree Protestant denominations and you have the 
tage set for a great meeting of the Advisory Council. 

The newcomer is struck by the immense amount of 
ctivity and tremendous body of detail that are re- 
ected by the reports given to the Society. Here is an 
rganization which operates out over a good share

of the world, ministers to millions of people in an 
amazing variety of Bible services, handles a total 
budget of some four million dollars a year, and is, in 
turn, affiliated with twenty-three other national 
Bible Societies, each doing comparable work in its 
own field of endeavor. 

The Advisory Council runs in well-ordered, busi- 
ness-like fashion, combining a high degree of effi- 
ciency with an engaging informality, undergirded 
throughout with deep spirituality and devotion. The 
staff members present their reports as informative 
demonstrations and challenging messages of hope. 

Of special interest in this particular meeting was 
the publicizing of the forthcoming one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, pioneer of all Bible Society organization and 
work. Dr. Eric M. North, senior General Secretary 
of the American Society, presented a stirring review 
of the history and achievements of the Bible Society 
movement; and Secretary Robert T. Taylor devoted 
an enjoyable hour to the Program of Advance, a vital ¢ 
part of which is the World Good Will Book project, 
celebrating this third jubilee of Bible Society work. 
The World Good Will Book is one of the greatest 
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mass statements of faith in all human history. People 
in more than sixty nations are signing their names on 
the pages of a great book of testimony. When com- 
pleted it will be displayed in prominent places in 
each nation. Also pointing to the anniversary year 
was the presence in the Advisory Council meeting of 
Dr. Wilfred J. Bradnock of London, Secretary for 
Translations of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
His warm words of greeting did much to weld us to- 
gether with our sister organization across the Atlantic. 

A dramatic moment in the proceedings of the first 
day was the reading of a radiogram just received 
from the Tokyo office, informing the Council of the 
burning of the Bible House in Pusan, Korea, with the 
loss of 30,000 Bibles, 53,000 ‘Testaments and 600,000 
Portions, valued at about $65,000. With character- 
istic resolution the Council received the sad news as 
a challenge to go out to recoup these losses and go 
beyond them in a great forward movement. 

Secretary Eugene A. Nida’s thrilling account of 
translational adventures around the world was both 
informative and, at times, amusing—a most heart- 
warming challenge to venture forth, more than ever 
before, in making God’s Word available in man’s 
thousand or more tongues. One of the most moving 
presentations was that of Miss S. Ruth Barrett, Secre- 
tary of the Society’s Work for the Blind. She led us 
in an intriguing survey of the work in providing em- 
bossed Scriptures for the sightless of our own and 
other countries. 

The inescapable impression one receives in attend- 
ing an Advisory Council meeting for the first time is 
that of becoming a part of a mighty global force for 
righteousness which sends out into our world of strife 
and confusion a steady stream of Bibles, like cor- 
puscles of salvation and peace injected into the blood 
stream of the nations. It is an enterprise with a sound, 
perennial base which is at the same time mobile 
enough to venture forth in new creative areas of 
endeavor, among which may be mentioned the new 
steps in television programs, increased facilities for 
the blind, new techniques for training lay distribu- 
tors, new helps and counsel for translators. 

This is your Bible Society, the broadest base of 
Protestant cooperation we have, calling all Bible- 
loving Christians to rally around the Book of Books, 
not only making it available in the languages of man- 
kind and distributing it wherever man is found, but 
now, more than ever before, giving helps and en- 
couragement in the reading of the Word. This is your 
Bible Society; get acquainted with it, support it, tell 
others about it!

_ Bible, expresses his faith in its teachings and declares

ect gives the denominations, local churches, and in-

to Bible Society work, we encourage our churches to 
participate in the project wherever possible. 
Its highest appreciation for the regular program of 
the Society in the translation, production and distri- 
bution of the Scriptures, and in the promotion of 
Bible r€ading.

Recommendations 


The Advisory Council recommends: 

1. That we commend the Society for its expanding pro- 

~ gram of providing Scriptures for the sightless people 
of the world, and that in the light of the need for em- 
bossed Scriptures and Talking Book records and be- 
cause of the readiness of Christians to give for this 
work, the Bible Society provide increased publicity on 

— 4ts work for the blind, to be released through regular 

_ church publicity channels. We further urge the So- 
ciety to plan for first editions of embossed Scriptures 
for Latin America, Europe, the Near East, the Far 
East, Africa and India, and additional embossed 
volumes and Talking Book records for the sightless 

_ in this country, as funds become available. 

9. That since many denominations have requested the 

annual Universal Bible Sunday and Worldwide 

Bible Reading theme more than a year in advance 
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for use in Sunday-school helps, year books and young 

people’s programs, the Bible Society decided on this 

theme far enough in advance to meet the need. 

3. ‘That the Society continue its worth-while televised 
program in connection with the annual Worldwide 
Bible Reading campaign and also provide daily Bible 
reading films and other programs throughout the 
year according to available funds and program space. 

4. That because of growing literacy throughout the 
world and the call for help from missionaries in pro- 
viding good translations of the Scriptures in the 
languages with which they work, we urge the expan- 
sion of the Society’s program in the following areas: 
a. Sending linguistic and translation consultants to 

various mission fields to give advice in technical 
matters and assistance in numerous translation 
and revision projects. 

b. Publishing translators’ notes on some of the more 
difficult Biblical passages to conserve for further 
use the fruits of experience. 

We recognize the good work that is now being done in 

translation and revision. We believe, however, that in 

the ight of world conditions, expansion according to 
funds and personnel available is most urgent. 

5. That since our Christian brethren in Korea have 
recently suffered a severe loss in the destruction by 
fire of their Bible House and stocks of Scriptures in 
Pusan, we urge our churches to stand behind the 
American Bible Society in giving them all possible aid, 

6. That because wider representation at Advisory Coun- 
cil meetings provides greater interest in Bible Society 
work, the Society continue the practice begun this 
year of inviting representatives of interdenomination- 
al and denominational groups, including women’s or- 
ganizations, to attend the Advisory Council meeting. 
We suggest that the Society decide what organiza- 
tions are to be represented each year. 

7. That the budget of $3,487,000 for 1954 be approved, 
the denominations encouraged to present to their 
churches the suggested goals for giving, and the Amer- 
ican Bible Society urged to present to the churches 
the need for $570,250 beyond the budget as its pro- 
gram of advance for 1954. 

8. That the theme for the 1954 Worldwide Bible Read- 
ing and Universal Bible Sunday program be “Faith 
for Our Day.” 


Conclusion 


We greatly appreciate the program that is being carried 
on by the American Bible Society. We are keenly aware of 
the fact that the Society is doing a magnificent service in 
providing the Word of God to the peoples of the world. 
This is a missionary task which the denominations can 
most efficiently carry out together through one agency. We 
call on our churches to give the American Bible Society 
their whole-hearted prayer and financial support for its 
total Program of Advance in 1954.

N THE day after Thanksgiving Day fire swept through 

much of the city of Pusan, Korea, destroying hun- 

dreds of homes and other buildings, including the home 
of the Korean Bible Society. 

The Society lost not only all of the stock of Scriptures 
stored in the building and all of its business records, but 
the upper floor of the building had housed Secretary Im 
and his family and the families of four members of his 
staff. These living quarters were also a complete loss. 

Fortunately, some of the stock of the Scriptures was 
stored elsewhere in a part of the city which escaped the 
fire, and a reserve stock was also on hand in Tokyo and 
will have been shipped to Korea by the time this issue of 
the Record reaches its readers. 

The cablegram reproduced here bringing the first word 
of the fire was based on an estimate from records in Tokyo. 
However, several thousands of reams of Bible paper not 
mentioned in the cable were also lost. 

The pictures were sent by Rev. Stan- 
ton R. Wilson, Presbyterian Missionary 
in Pusan. In his brief accompanying 
letter Mr. Wilson says: ‘You may be 
sure that we missionaries are deeply dis- 
tressed at your great loss, for the Ko- 
rean Bible Society has been an exceed- 
ing blessing to all of us in our work. On 
the very afternoon of the evening the 
fire began I had just gotten another 
large supply of Scriptures for our An- 
dong station.” 
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The Bible House was a wooden structure, no part of which was left standing

Bible Society has suffered within four years. On Septe 
ber 25, 1950 its substantial Bible House in Seoul was s 
afire by gangs of incendiaries under Communist leade 
ship as the UN forces pushed north to retake the cit 
More than half a million volumes of bound Scriptur 
perished in that fire, as well as tons of paper and unbow 
Scriptures. It is good to be able to report that in neithe 
case were any of the staff injured. 

Emergency funds have been cabled to Secretary Yo 
Bin Im, and plans for replenishing the stock are well a 
vanced as we go to press. We are certain that Christia 
friends in America will quickly replace the loss of $65,00

HE ENTRY of the Word of God into Korea a cen- 
4 tury ago stands out in marked contrast to its 
acceptance throughout the land today. In 1832 a 
rotestant missionary, Charles Gutslaff, had come 
across from the China mainland and distributed 
Bibles in the Chinese language along the southeast 
oast of Korea. Before the first full-time missionaries 
entered the country in 1884, a Scotch Presbyterian 
issionary, Rev. Mr. Thomas, came in a merchant 
vessel from China. This boat, the American ‘‘General 
Sherman,” forced its way up river to the northern 
apital of Pyengyang, now the capital of North Ko- 
ea. Being there illegally, there was trouble. Stranded 
hen the high tide went out, Koreans sent fire-rafts 
Hown the river, setting fire to the ship. Escaping to 
he banks, those on board met a different death by 
lubbing. But before this happened, Mr. Thomas had 
been able to scatter many copies of a “‘little red ‘Testa- 
ment” in Chinese among the people along the shore. 
Nhen in 1890 Presbyterian missionaries arrived in 
yengyang to live, some of those “‘little red Testa- 
ments” were still in existence. The government had 
ried hard to destroy them, yet several people had 
ound Jesus Christ and had become Christians from 
eading these little books.

is this. Any person who is not the member of a 
church is a possible candidate. The reading program 
is for unbelievers, not believers. Itinerating evan- 
gelists and Christian book centers working through 
the local churches present to the person who is willing 
to read God’s Word a free Gospel of Matthew. Hav- 
ing read this, he exchanges it for a copy of Mark and 
in turn for a copy of Luke. Having returned Luke, 
the candidate takes a simple test on the past reading 
(this may differ in certain areas), and is then offered 
the Book of Proverbs, which is a favorite Bible book 
in all the Orient. On returning Proverbs the candi- 
date takes another simple test. Finally he is given the 
Gospel of John. After reading this fifth Scripture por- 
tion, a final ‘“‘quiz”’ follows; and, for his effort and as 
a reward for this Bible reading, he is given free a copy 
of the New ‘Testament and Psalms. ‘The good seed is 
being sown, and at the same time students and or- 
dinary people are “‘earning”’ the right to progress in 
the reading of God’s Word. 

One Korean lady, having finished the first Gospel 
in the Bible Reading program, said, “I can’t wait,” 
and at once purchased the entire Bible. Other reports 
have come in from village schools, where this Bible 
reading method has caused some confusion. Some 
students have become so engrossed in reading God’s 
Word that they are unmindful of what the teacher is 
trying to teach. In some instances even sharp repri- 
mands have failed to have the desired effect. 

The Bible clubs of Korea, in which about 40,000 
underprivileged children, including refugees and or- 
phans in large numbers, are studying daily, have 
gladly grasped at the opportunity presented in the 
Bible Reading program. The Bible clubs teach the 
children to read, among other things; and in turn the 
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children are given God’s Word as their advanced 
primers. This work deserves your gifts as well as your 
prayers. 

This Bible Reading program began on a small scale 
in the spring of 1953 and has now reached out to 
over 20,000. With careful and prayerful planning, 
that number could be multiplied by ten in short 
order. The final aim and goal for each Testament and 
Psalms given is that the reader will find, in the writ- 
ten Word and through the ministry of those to whose 
hands the program is entrusted, the Lamb of God 
who takes away the sin of the world. He alone can 
make all things new, even in Korea today! 

There is a vast difference in method of Scripture 
distribution in Korea, yesterday and today. From a 
man scattering copies of a “‘little red Testament” 
along the shore and soon to be martyred, to a pro- 
gram in which many hands reach out, young and old, 
to receive and read the living Word, we see the differ- 
ence. Because of this method Bibles sales should go 
up, with interest in the Word increased; and from

NE Is sometimes told that he doesn’t seem to be able 
6) to see the forest because of the trees. This is equally 
apt when one views Worldwide Bible Reading at the peak 
of its tenth anniversary observance. 

The year 1953 marked the first time that the Society 
secured television coverage each day from Thanksgiving to 
Christmas. There were ninety-three TV stations which 
beamed the Society’s one-minute films. Probably one fifth 
of the families of America saw on their screens a thought- 
arresting scene each day as the verse of Scripture suggested 
for that day was read by someone typical of our citizenry. 

Based on a reasonable, average station charge for this 
time, the cost of these programs, if purchased commer- 
cially, would approximate $2,760,000. This ‘‘Bible-min- 
ute”’ on television proved so popular that program directors 
of over fifty stations have offered to continue with the 
daily reading during 1954 if the Society can provide the 
film. Steps are being taken to do this, commencing on 
March first. 

Another glowing item in the record is that forty-eight 
stations placed an order to reproduce on TV during the 
Christmas season the Society’s perennially popular film, 
“The Nativity.” 

Hundreds of radio stations used the spot announcements 
also provided by the Society once, twice and often three 
times a day. One religious broadcaster, when reporting 
that for several years he had been offering Worldwide 
Bible Reading bookmarks to his radio listeners, added: 
“We would like to use them again this year and can dis- 
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tribute 20,000 of them. We appreciate the good work yo 
are doing for the Lord.” : 
In the field of personal work one group of nearly ninét 
young people accepted the commission to go from doort 
door to hand out bookmark reading lists and ask people te 
start reading their Bibles and go to church for worshipy 
Over 2,000 homes were visited, and those who distributed 
the bookmarks believe they won several hundred ney 
readers of the Word. | 
In another community the Council of Churches 
quested 3,000 bookmarks for Parent-Teacher Association} 
to distribute to each member of the PTAs in that city. 
News comes of young people’s societies calling on evet 
business establishment in their neighborhoods and placing 
bookmarks for distribution. In many towns bookmarks wer 
placed in practically all packages sold over store countet 
In some cases this included the provision that each book 
checked out of the public and school libraries have a oe 
mark inside the cover. 
Writing on the letterhead of a Federal penitentiarygad 
chaplain acknowledged his receipt of Bible Sunday bu 
tins and Bible reading bookmarks by this word of thanks 
“We are pleased with the service you are rendering us an 
can tell you in advance it is much appreciated by the 
of our institution.” 5 
A visitor at a luncheon club picked up the bookmarl 
from his place at the table and, returning home, ordere 
250 copies for presentation to the members of his famil 
and the teachers and pupils of his Sunday school. 
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From a city of considerable size came the report that 
000 bookmarks were placed in practically every pay 
velope and in every hotel room in the city. 

One of the most unusual requests in 1953 came from a 
man who asked that twenty-five bookmarks be sent to 
e of her friends. The friend was blind but wanted each 
the young women of her Sunday-school class to use a 
py of the bookmark, even though she herself might never 
joy the pleasure of reading one. When this was brought 
the attention of the Society, the blind teacher was 
omptly sent one of the sets of sheets containing the year’s 
ading list in Braille. 


‘Rev. Van Earl Hughes, a Baptist worker in Costa Rica, 
lated this story, from his missionary itinerating, to Sec- 
tary Jacob W. Limkemann of the Society’s Central 
erica Agency: 

“I’ve just returned from an extended trip through the 
ild West of Costa Rica.’ I went with Captain Spasek, 
good friend ‘of mine. We drove over the new part of the 
n American Highway, and it was just like being in West 
exas—straight, flat roads for about seventy-five or a hun- 
ed miles through ranch country. At the end of the high- 
ay we took to the jungles in a Dodge power wagon. It 
ok us two and a half hours to go eighteen miles. We 
ded several rivers where the water came up to the car 
ats. We were stuck about ten times; therefore we had to 
e the winch onto a tree in order to come out. 

“When we reached camp, we got on horses, buckled on 
r forty-fivés and rode for two hours through even worse 
ngles to the coast. On the way we shot several lizards, 
om two and a half to four feet long. We saw droves of 
ild parrots of all the colors of the rainbow. We heard 
ts of monkeys but never got close enough to see them well. 
“While we were fishing near the shore, we caught two 
ice fish very quickly; so Captain Spasek asked me if Id 
) ashore and give them to a policeman’s wife who 
uarded his boat while it was not being used. To hurry 
jings up, I jumped into water about waist-deep and 
aded ashore. Having a New Testament in my shirt 
ycket, I was afraid it might get wet; so I asked the lady 
she would keep it for me. I said, ““You may read it while 
*m gone.” When she saw that it was a New Testament, 
e smiled and said, ‘“‘Oh, I’m a believer! I have one I 
ad.”? Quickly she began to dig under some old clothes 
nd she brought out a Bible, well worn, with no back on it. 
he quickly said, “I have to read in secret, since my hus- 
and prohibits me to have it.” 

- “After a few words more I left for the fishing trip. When 
ve returned that afternoon, we saw this woman, her hus- 
and, and two neighbor women sitting together while the 
idy read from “‘this Book” the foreigner had asked her to 
eep. When the lady returned the New Testament to me 
nd we were about ready to leave, I walked outside with 
‘er husband, thanking him for guarding the boat. Then I 
aid, “I’d like to give you this New Testament, if you will 
romise to read it. If you won’t read it, I’d prefer to send 
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With so many people personally concerned about the 
reading of God’s Word, it is little wonder that almost 
the entire 14,000,000 bookmarks which were printed in 
English for use in 1953 were circulated before Thanks- 
giving day. 

On Bible Sunday, December 13, not less than 4,900,000 
of the responsive readings for the day were used in the 
churches of the nation. 

When final reports are in, the Secretaries of the Society 
are confident that Worldwide Bible Reading will enter its 
second decade with the glorious success of the tenth anni- 
versary shining as a beacon of inspiration.

“Let It Go Forth O’er All the Earth”

URING his imprisonment after the Nazis invaded 

Norway, Peder Moen sensed the Bible’s’ great 
value and power when he scratched these words in his 
carefully kept diary, which was later found, after his exe- 
cution for espionage, beneath the floor of his prison cell: 
“If only I had a Bible! Never in my life have I wanted a 
Bible before. Now I wouldn’t mind starving for one.” 

As we consider the millions of men and women and 
children in our world who, like Peder Moen, do not pos- 
sess the Bible, we realize that the task confronting our 
American Bible Society is indeed enormous. The Society 
is not lacking in opportunity for spreading God’s Word. 
If the necessary gifts are provided by you and your 
Christian neighbors, your Society will send forth the 
Bible as far as is humanly possible o’er all the earth, here 
in our own country and abroad. As Christian Churches 
and individuals provide the gifts required beyond the 
budget, a great advance will take place in meeting the 
world’s Bible needs. 

This, then, is our prayer as we present the Society’s 
budget for 1954: “Let it go forth o’er all the earth.” 

The Bible is going forth! In fact, during the hour that 
you spend reading this issue of the Record approximately 
485 volumes of the Scriptures will be distributed by your 
American Bible Society in uncounted places throughout 
the needy world. At this very moment and all through 
the year thousands of faithful men and women are en- 
gaged in the work of Bible translating, printing and dis- 
tribution, all of them confidently joining in the prayer 
that God’s printed Word will go forth o’er all the earth. 

The budget adopted for 1954 provides for another 
healthy stride forward in every phase of the Society’s 
work. New translations must be made, more books pub- 
lished in many languages, new laborers equipped and 
additional areas reached. It is your gift of dollars which 
will permit the fulfillment of the prayer, “Let it go forth 
o’er all the earth;” for your dollars are quickly changed 
into Bibles. And your Bibles reach out to millions of 
hungry and sorrowing people with the message of Jesus 
Christ, the one hope of men and of nations. 

The fact that more people throughout the world are 
turning to the Bible, receiving it and reading it, presents 
perhaps the brightest hope on the horizon of the future. 
In lands once darkened by illiteracy Christian workers 
need Bibles for the many thousands who read eagerly, 
once they learn how. Missionaries on all foreign fields 
are asking for greater quantities of Bibles and Testaments. 
Your gifts will permit the Society to send more books 
forth to these light-bearers and will provide for reaching 
new areas of the earth, while providing a constant supply 
for the established mission stations. 

In Korea, now that the truce has paved the way for 
reconstruction, improved transportation facilities will 
mean that the Bible Society colporteurs can reach distant 
rural and mountain areas unvisited for more than three 
years. Many Bibles and Testaments will be needed for 
war-weary refugees, for Christian schools and hospitals. 

Latin America has for years needed many more 
Bibles than available funds could provide. The need

At the conclusion of an 
skimo service in Fairbanks, conducted in the northern 
skimo dialect, the interpreter said to the speaker: “Tell 
ne Christians down in the States that we are grateful for 
ie Gospel of St. Mark and the Book of Romans in our 
wn dialect, but when are they going to give us the Life of 
hrist by St. Matthew, St. Luke and St. John??? When? 
The Christian leadership in Alaska today is probably 
e largest it has ever been, yet the Church is a minority 
rce in that vast country. . And the scarcity of copies of 
he Scriptures in the native tongues is a constant deterrent 
0 any program of advance. It is a rugged, pioneer mis- 
ion field; and with the exception of the natives, is largely

f Scripture supply. A former governor said, ‘“‘Our great- 
st needs are for.home builders, teachers, preachers, doc- 
ors, nurses and a program for the future.” Dr. Earl 
Ibrecht, Alaska’s Commissioner of Health, said: ‘“This 
s a growing northern empire in the truest sense of the 
word.
